Oklahoma City, Feb. 14.—With well­ 
ordered progress, 
smoothly, 
harm ­ 
oniously, without hitch or hindrance, 
and in all senses, diplomatically, the 
meeting of the democratic state cen­ 
tral committee at the Lee-^Huckins 
hotel Saturday met, 
went 
through 
with its proceedings and adjourned. 
Although the chief 
feature 
of 
the 
gathering, harmony, 
seemed 
instic- 
tive, it was aided and abetted, and 
all possibilities of~awytblng Tint TtZf- 
mony were eliminated by the active 
gavel of State Chairman Joe Thomp­ 
son of Pauls Valley. 
Rotund, good-humored, calm at all 
times, sure of rules and ready to 
use them in their full extent when 
in*his mind circumstances demanded 
the letter of parliam entary law, the 
thing that should be introduced was 
allowed and 
the 
thing 
that 
w*as 
threatening to general peace was dis­ 
couraged—so ruled Joe Thompson. 
Chairman Named. 
Eleven members of the body, a 
quorum, were present and shortly 
after the election, the committee re­ 
tired for a short session to decide 
on the time and place of the next 
meeting and elect temporary chair­ 
man. J. A. Tillotson, member from 
Nowata, was chosen to the place. It 
was decided that the next meeting 
shall be at Guthrie, and that a sec­ 
ond shall come upon the closing of 
the present session of the legisla­ 
ture. Nothing was done in this meet­ 
ing about the m atter of establishing 
a press bureau, or in choosing an 
editor to carry on the publicity part 
of the campaign. These m atters, it is 
believed, will be discussed at the 
meeting Monday. 
By a vote of the body the chair­ 
man of the executive committee will 
be allowed a salary of $150 a month 
during his time of service and all 
actions in the 
way 
of 
employing 
stenographers and general help in the 
conduction of the committee’s busi­ 
ness are left to the members them­ 
selves. 


State Executive Committee. 
Most im portant of the routine mat­ 
ters, taken up immediately after con­ 
vening in afternoon session, was that 
of the election of a state executive 
committee. This was done by the ju ­ 
dicial district plan, three members 
from each of the five districts. To 
this body falls the duty of carrying 
on all work of the campaign until 
the primaries. 'In its hands is given 
authority to attend to press matters, 
to the sending out of campaign liter­ 
ature, to the execution of the num­ 
berless details of working up party 
enthusiasm and party unity, in fact 
all the labor of preparation, whose 
atope extends up to the time when 
nominations are made and an actual 
campaign for election is inaugurated 
However, notwithstanding the signifi­ 
cance of the work of this committee 
and the powers granted it by the 
state central committee, it may not 
take sides in matters of candidates 
for nomination and none of its mem 
hers may run for office. Insofar as 
men are concerned It must be abso­ 
lutely impartial. As it relates to the 
party as a whole, however,- it must 
be entirely partisan. The election of 
members of this committee is as fol­ 
lows:

The Zebra Garb 
Is 
Discarded

Blue Clothing—Coin lets Tickled 
to Death. 


Jefferson City, Mo., 
Feb. 
14.—For 
the first time since the Missouri pen­ 
itentiary was established, more than 
seventy-five years ago. the male con­ 
victs apparead this morning dress­ 
ed in 
civilian 
clothing, 
the 
hated 
stripe having been changed for light 
blue clothing at 6 o’clock. 
This mark of degradation will be 
imposed in the future only as pun­ 
ishment. The warden explained that 
it was up to every convict from now 
on to judge if he prefers plain and 
substantial clothing to the loathsome 
stripes. 
Every convict in the 
penitentiary 
knew- that the change w’as coming, 
and in their own secret way of com­ 
municating 
with 
each 
other 
were 
ready 
with 
a 
response. 
Charles 
Wright, No. 6895, had a resolution of 
thanks ready, and, ater being read, 
it was adopted with a roar. 
This was not all the convicts did to 
show 
their 
appreciation

change. At some period not stated a 
poet and a warbler, Albert Ferguson,s 
No. 7$ 7'8, had broken into the pris­ 
on, and he had been - busy grinding 
out verses suitable for the occasion. 
He headed his effusion, “Danny Deep­ 
er, After Woodyard -Kindling—with a 
Shotgun.” 
•For the first time in sixty years 
the day passed off without a single 
infraction of the prison rules, and 
considering the fact that there are 
2,346 inmates, this was considered a 
record-breaker.
